RESOLUTION No. 548-22

A RESOLUTION RESCINDING THE COVID-19 EMERGENCY DECLARATION, ORIGINALLY ISSUED
IN MARCH, 2020, INCLUDING ALL SUBSEQUENT ORDERS CONTINUING THE SAME.

WHEREAS, following Federal, State, and local guidance concerning the COVID-19 pandemic,
including the Emergency Declaration issued by the Donald City Council on or about March 16, 2020,
and continuing thereafter through periodic renewals, said COVID-19 pandemic has reached a
controlled status through widespread vaccination and various health and safety protocols designed
to prevent the spread of the virus; and,

WHEREAS, in Oregon, the State government, on April 1, 2022, will rescind the statewide
COVID-19 emergency declaration and has issued various reopening plans and guidelines fora
return to pre-pandemic activities, with some limited masking and social distancing restrictions;
and,

WHEREAS, the state of emergency that existed in and following the March, 2020 COVID-19
outbreak in the United States of America, no longer exists as an immediate and emergent public
health threat.

NOW, THEREFORE, THE CITY OF DONALD RESOLVES AS FOLLOWS:

The City Council of the City of Donald hereby rescinds the COVID-19 Emergency Declaration issued
on or about March 16, 2020, including all subsequent orders extending the same, and directs the
reopening of local government pursuant to guidelines that may be established by the City Council,
or the City Manager, from time to time, pursuant to guidance from the Federal Centers for Disease
Control (“CDC") and the Oregon Health Authority (“OHA").
